“Much pleasant, autumuoal
weather may be expected through
November and into December,’
says Rev. Irl R, Hicks 1n his fore-
cast for the month which began
lnst Sunday. By the_lst, how-
ever, storm conditions will be or-
ganized in the west and rain and
ossibly, thunder storms will
prevail in many sections on the
Ist, 2d and 8d. Some sharp days
of cold and frost will follow,—
About the Sth, 0th and 7th look
far a noticeable rise in tempera-
ture and return of general storm
conditions,

Rains turning to snow in the
north will visit most sectums of
the country about the 5th to the
sth. A wmarked change to high
barometer and colder will follow
the storms, spreading to the east
uuil south from the Tth to the 9th
Ualusive.  rom the 12th ty the
19th may be expected one of the
general and active storm centers
of the month, Rain and snow
storms will visit most parts of
tha eountry. About the 10th
nutumnal raius will end in high
gales. A regular storm period
g central on the 24th, Cold, fair
weather will foliow these storms,
Reactionary storm couditions will
prevail as the month goes out.

in the School Law of Pennsylvania
shall have been discovered in a
community, it is the duty of the
attending physician to notify the
secretary of the proper school
board within twenty four hours
thereafter.

When the board has been ap-
prised of such facts, itis their
duty to, at once, take proper pre-
caution to prevent the spread of
the disease by quarantining
those affected, as well as those of
the same household,

Children thus diseased should
{not be readmitted mto a school
until they cun present a certifi-
cate from a physician setting
forth the fact thuat there is no
further danger.

Any physiciap, director or
teachier neglecting his or herduty
in such eases, shall be liable o a
:liuu of not less than tive dollars,
vor more than one hundred dol-
lars,

BULK OF PEOPLE MALAY STOCK.

The White Races in the Inierior of Mindinao | SUMMmer,

Ditferent from Races lohabiting the
Other Islands,

The people who inhabit the
| Philippine 1slands are called Fili-
pinos, as though they were all of
| the same race. On the contrary,
in the islands thers are more
|L|'1uu sixty distinet races—from
the scattered Negritos, who are
evidently of mixed African blood,
to the white races of the wterlor
of Mindinao, who are, no doubt,
of Caucasian origin. The bulk of
the people, however, are of Ma
lay stock, and speak some form
of the Malay tongue. In Cebu
there is a strong admixture of
Japavese, due to the arrival of a
lurge number of Japanese immi-
[graots ab the close of the 17th
century, These Japanese were
exiled from their country at that
time becanse of the persecution
of Catholie Christians by the Jap-
mese authorities, This admix-
ture of blvod 18 so strong that
| the people of the city of Cebu
and neighborhood have decided
lapanese - features. In

| nese blood, the Chinese having
settled in that eity in large num-
oers for the last two centuries,
The Negritos, or Aetas, as the
natives called them, are small of
s1ze, with eurly, wavy hair, thick
lips and flat noses, and bear a
close resemblance 1o many of the
African tribes,

The white races i the interior
of Mindinao are totally different
from the races inhabiting the
other islands. We saw only one
during our stay o the islands,
ind he wus a prisoner or slave of
¢t Mohammedan datto living in
Surigas.

Besides the races we have men-
tioned, every city has a number
of people who are Mestizo, or
half-breed, descendants of mer-
chants of different races who at
various times have lived in these
cibes, These people, who are the
illegitimate descendants of for-
vlguers wud palive women, are
generally well to-do and occupy
high social positions in native cir-
cles. The Malays, who outnum-
ber any other race io the islands,
form the majority of the iuhabit-
ants of the islands, and speak I1-
‘veano, Vicol, Biscayan, or Taga-
log. While speaking different
forms of the same general lan
goage, the llocanos and Biscay-
ans differ largely from the Taga-
logs. Aguinaldo and the bulk of
bis foliowers were Tagalogs —
The members of this race are
active, restless, turbulent, and
it the bottom of all the plotting
agmpst both the Spanish and
American governments that has
talken place in recent years. The
lHoeanos, Vicols, and Biscayans
have always heen noted for their
eisy manners, peaceful disposi
uon, and. loyalty to the ruling
powers.

There is a remnantof aonce
numerous race, but who to-day
do not number more than 50,000
souls, thet has made itsell fa-
mous in the history of the coun-
try. These people are known as
Macabebes, from the name of
their principal town, and have
been bitter enemies of the Taga-
logs 8o long that the memory of
man runneth not to the contrary,
The Tagalogs, prior to the arrival
of the Spaniards, bad almost an-
pibiflated them ; but when the
Spasiards came, the Macabebes
at once threw themselves heart
and soul into the cause of the
e¢onguerors, enlisted . their ar-
mies aud revenged themselves
upon their adversuries, When
Aguinaldo got the upper hand in
1696, the Tagulogs killed every
